To-day an account appeared in the morning 
papers stating that the body of a man had 
been found inthe river.

Examples of Massachusett's Law Permitting 
Divorce After Three Years of Aban- 
donment. 


[From the New York Sun.! 

BARNSTABLE, Mass., May 7.—A _ bevy of 
girls, none of them seemingly more than 
twenty years old, filed up the hill that leads 
to the County Court-house this morning, and 
passed into the old gray stone building. Al- 
most all of them were accompanied by elderly 
women, although one or two were with 
sprucely dressed young men. The venerable 
Judge Otis Lord, of Salem, took his seat up- 
on the bench and called the first case on the 
docket for theterm of the Supreme Court. 
There stepped foward a blue-eyed girl, whose 
hight brown hair tell upon her back in a heavy 
braid, the ends of which were concealed ina 
blue Llove-knot. An elderly woman stood 
one side of her and- a young man 
with a flowing beard on the other. Then the 
virl told her story. She wanted a divorce from 
her husband. Judge Lord looked at her crit- 
ically for an instant, as though astonished, 
not so much that a pretty girl who dressed 
and looked as though she had run into court 
from school, should want a divorce, as that 
she should have already been married. But 
she said she had been married four years, and 
that her hutband had left her after living with 
her a few weeks. She admitted that the hus- 
band was living in the county, but urged, 
with a pretty tremulousness, that he would 
not live with her. Her mother and the young 
man with the beard corroborated her story, 
and she went out of court smiling and con- 
gratulated by several of the other giris and by 
two or three young men. 


Another case was called. There stepped to 


the stand a slender, gray-eyed girl. She 
seemed to be less than 18 years old. Her 
feeble,tottering mother was with her. Yet she 


had been married, she said tive years, and her 
busband would not support her after the first 
three months of ner wedded life. The husband, 
a fleshy young man, steod up in court and ad- 
mitted it. Judge Lord frowned and nestled 
in his seat. But he simply said, I wil con- 
sider the matter.’ 

A plump. rosy-cheeked woman, with a 
literary appearance that may have been caused 
by the eyeglasses she wore. stepped up next. 
Her husband was a sea captain, who had 
promised to take her to sea, but when he 


got as far as Boston with her he left her ata 
hotel. 
well. why did he leave you?’’ ‘*Lsup- 


pose he loved another woman better.’’ This 
sea captain had lived with the girl a few 
months, aud although he had often been in the 
same town since “he left her, vet he had re- 
fused to have.anything todo with her for three 
vears. The young woman got the decree she 
desired, and a clerical-looking man escorted 
her from court. 

Next came a pale-faced girl, whose features 
were regular, but whose complexion was sal- 
low. She seemed sickly. She was married 
in 1874, and after a week of honeymoon her 
husband left her with the remark that he 
wanted nothing more to do with her. 

Did you 20 to him?!“ 

No, sir. 5 

‘*Why not?’ 

„Because his 3 was always picking at 
me and finding fault.“ 


Then Judge Lord. who had been visibly 


growing indignant, arose. It is shocking 
to contemplate the state of morals in this 
great Commonwealth that is here to be ob- 
serveds IIas it come to this? I am here to 
administer the law as it stands. The law 
says that desertion for three years is cause 
for divorce. But I see clearly how it ope- 
rates. A young man and woman agree to 
get married. They feel that they'll live to- 


gether so lung as it is mutually pleasant and 
agreeable to do so, and then bya sort of 
tacit understanding they can live separate, 
and then one or the othe r, at the end of three 
years, brings in a libel for divoree for deser- 
lion. Theother party makes no opposition. 
The decree is granted, and then the ‘vare at 
liberty to go on and dothe same thing over 
and over again. I say itis terrible to contem— 
plate such a st: ute of morals in this Common- 
wealth. Goon. 

A dark-eyed brunette stepped to the stand, 
and wanted a divorcee because she had been 
ot liged to leave her busband, as he had used 
barsh lan; Cunge to her. With the brunette 


were an aunt and a fine-looking young man 
from Boston. ‘The young wife wore a fash- 


jionably made garment, and over her wedding 
ring Was another, in the setting of which a 
diamond glistened. Her jaunty hat was drap- 
ed witha long black ostrich feather. She 
looked pleadingly at the venerable Judge 
from beneath her long, shadowy eyelashes. 
But after listening to her story Judge Lord 
again arose. 

‘*] must say that it is terrible to contem- 
late such a state of society. Why’’— and 
vere he turved to the lawyers who were inthe 
bar—‘*why, out of all the large number of 
divorce cases beforé me recently, there were 
only two of persons marriedefore 1870? Does 
not this show that young people are entering 
into this solemn contract with the most trivial 
ideas of its importance, and with the feeling 
that they can be freed from the bonds when- 
lam not responsible for the 
laws as thev stand. J can only administer 
them. But I will say that, so far as lem pre- 
ve nt it, they shall not be used to fae lit. ite the 
development of such astate of morals. 

The Supreme Court was in session ten days. 
In that time there were heard two civil caus- 
and one of these was the simple proving of 
a will. The entire time of the court, with the 
exception of that part of it devoted to these 
two cases, Was taken up in the hearing of di- 
vorce suits. There were thirty of these in all. 
Two of them were based upon clearly proved 
adultery: the others were those of this bevy of 
young girls who tiled up to the Court-house. 
and satin rows like school girls, upon the 
Witnesses’ seats,

Ifa young man and Woman marry, vo 
matter if the girl is in disgrace, and either of 
them says before the r to the other, 
‘I shan’t live with you,’ and still the ceremo- 
ny is performed, I shan’t construe the refusal 
to live together afterward as desertion. If a 
young woman is willing to bind herself to a 
man life to save herself from disgrace, 
when he announces that he will never live 
with her, she must abide by the conse- 
quences. 

Since the law making desertion for three 
years good cause for divorce has been passed, 
appheations for decrees have more than 
doubled in some parts of Massachusetts, es-

A MAN IN THE CHIMNEY. 


Terrible Death of a Burglar at Shef- 
field. 
[From the Loudon Telegraph. } 

At Sheffield, yesterday, a burglar met his 
death under circumstances of the most painful 
nature. Several attempts have recently been 
made to effect a robbery at the premises of Mr. 
Fieldsend, pawnbroker, Broad Street Park. 
Yesterday morning a member of the gang who 
have been planted in the spot went down Mr. 
Fieldsend’s chimney. The flue measured 
about twelve to fifteen inches inside, and, 
having dropped some fifteen feet or so, the 
burglar stuck fast. The shaft is stopped by a 
large stone which bas been built across it, and 
immediately above the stone two flues come 
into the chimney, one fromthe fire-place of 
Mr. Fieldsend’s kitchen and the other from 
that ofa neighbor. It was impossible for the 


man to get down either of these and he could 
not return up the chimney, as he was wedged 

tightly in. ‘Though a little fellow, he had no 
room to get his arms down, sothat he might 
extricate or raize himself, and he consequent- 

ly had_to remain until assistance came or he 
was discovered. Mr. Fieldsend and family 
reside on the premises, and 
before daylight some curious noises 
were heard, but they were not 
sufficiently loud to create any alarm. Mrs. 

Hiunter, a neighbor, thought it was the 
sweeps. About balf-past 5 o’clock Mrs. Hun- 
ter got up and lighted the fire in her kitchen, 

and when she did so she thought she heard 
some one moaning up the chimney, but was 
not quite sure astothe fact. Shortly after 9 
o’ciock she went upstairs, and thought again 
that she heard noises in the chimney. She was 

then certain there was moaning within it, and 
running down stsirs she hastened to Mr. 
Fieldsend and acquainted himof the fact that 
there was sume one up the 
chimney. That gentleman regarded 
the announcement as increaible. He purtook 
of breakfast, and while reading the newspaper 

his wife poked the fire. Immediately after- 
ward she heard groans and told him of it. Mr. 
Fieldsen went into the upper warehouse and 
could then hear distinctly sounds as though 
some one Was in the ehimney. He communi- 
cated with the polive, and Detective Superin- 
tendent Battersby, with Detectives Jackson, 
Moody and Smith, was soon upon the scene. 
It was evident there was some one in the flue, 
and Battersby sent for Mr.-Hallam, Police 
Surgeon. Mr. Thomas Jackson, builder, 
was fetched, and pulled down a -por- 
tion of the chimney in that part where it 
passed through the upper warehouse. An 
aperture sufficiently large having been made 
Detectives Moody and Smith examined the 
interior and a considerable distance beneath 
them they saw a man who had his arms tight- 
lv compressed tn front of his face, and who 
appeared tobe almost buried in soot. He 
Wus grcaning very much, but the detectives 


attempted to cheer him up by say.ns 
that they would have him out iu a minute or 
two. The heat ascending from 
the two flues was overpowel ing 

and Le poor {cllow must have 
been in great agony. After using all their 


strength, the officers succeeded in drawing him 
up tothe aperture, and from thence to the 
floor of the warehouse, where they laid him 
down. One of them emptied his mouth of 
soot, while the other attempted to give him 
some brancy and water; but he died imm u- 
ately on being released from his dreadful vx - 
sition. Mr. Hallam arrived in a few minutes 
aiterwards,. but of course medical service was 
of no avail. The body was removed to 
the Old Harrow public house, and placed in a 
stable atthe back. It was evidently that of a 
man twenty-four or twenty-five years of age, 
‘lig bilv b uilt, about four feet five inches iu 
he fg ht. His clothing was very shabby. In 
his pocket were found 5s. 4 1-2d., but nothing 
which could then lesd to his identification. 
The bcdy was afterward identified 
Rebert Albert Johnson, who had lived with 
his mother at No. 7 Navigation Hill, 
Lane, one of the lowest loc alities in Sheffield.

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THE SLY CHINAMAN. 


His Extraordinary Method of Evading 
a Nevada State Law. 
From the Gold lun (Nev.) News. ] 

The law passed by the late Legislature for- 
bidding, under heavy penalties, the disinter- 
ment of buman bodies buried in this State 
without first obtatming permission from the 
Conty Commissioners, was suggested by and 
aimed at the well-known custom of the Chi- 
nese of digging up the bones of their coun- 


trymen and shipping them home to China.“ 


‘This * has prevailed not only from re- 
ligious duty, but through the contracted obli- 
gations of the companies to which they be- 
long or by whom they are brought to this 
country, to return them to China alive or 
dead. Returning the bones suitably boxed 
up, labeled and certified to fulfills the con- 
tract. For every celestial not so returned, or 
Otherwise satisfactorily accounted for, the 
company has to forfeit three times the amount 
of the contract money to the relatives of the 
-deceased or to the Government. 

For this reason it is that at asuitable time, a 
few months after burial, the graves were re- 
‘opened, and the boues taken out for ship- 
ment. The new law would apparently dis- 
courage and prevent in a.great measure the 
emigration of Chinese to this country, but 
John is too cunning to be caught out or kept 
out on any such arrangement as that.

practitioners, employed by the companies, 
remove ail the bones from the body as soon 
as convenient after death.

The two skilled surgical operators now step 
forward to their work with keen, glittering 
nes. i ipeision is made from the top of 
the head down the spinal column, branching 
off down each leg to the heel, 
Duck of each arm. Theskin and flesh is then 
carefuliy.and speedily peeled’ and trimmed 
away nah side from the skull, shoulders, 
back, ribs, hips, arms and legs, aud, in less 
time than it takes to describe it, the fleshless 
skeleton is drasvn forth, leaving the boneless 
corpse tying there. Then the clothes which 
cecensed wore during life, often comprising 
ail his worldly possessions, are carefully stuff- 
ed iu to supply the place ofthe bones removed, 
and the bedy being neatly se wed up and 
washed it is wiapped in a plain shroud and 
delivered to the friends for burial. 
The skeleton now unjointed, 
Hones are subsequently baked in an oven 
packed for shipment.

Several Large Insurance Suits—The Coal Con- 
tract—Court of Appeals. 


Insurance Suits. 

Judge Adams to-day passed upon the appli- 
cation of the receiver of the Atlas Life Iusur— 
ance Companv to institute suit against the re- 
ceiver of the Columbia Life, denying the appli- 


cation. The Atlas receiver asked permission 
to institute suit against the Columbia Life re- 
ceiver to foreclose a mortgage alleged to have 
been executed by the Mound City 
Life Insurance Company in August, 
1875, whereby it conveyed the 
property known as the ‘‘Insurance Building.“ 
on the corner of Sixth and Locust streets, to 
a trustee to secure the payment of forty notes, 
each for the sum of 310.000. The receiver of. 
the Atlas holds ten of these notes, amounting 
in the aggregate to $100,000, and claims that 
tor this sum of money the Insurance Building 
is his security, and it is for the purpose of as- 
serting this security and realizing the money 
that be asked leave to br ing suit. The Court 
holds that the property isinthe hands ofthe 
receiver of the Columbia Lite,under the super- 
vision and control of the Court, and thatthe 
proper remedy for the receiver of the Atins is 
by anjiniervening petition in the case of Relef, 
Superintendent, vs. the Columbia Life Insur- 
ance Company. 


Articles of lncorporation.

Adams in the Oircuit Court for the incorpora- 
tion of the Church of the Good Shepherd 
(Episcopal).

parish refuseto have their faith circumscribed 
by any words, und assert that the word catho- 
lie is the only name which is correct and pro- 
periy descriptive of theirchureh’s faith. The 
application was granted. Rev. H. D. Jardine 
is rector. 

The Coffee Insanity Case. 

The proceedings instituted by Mrs. Ann Cof- 
fee to have her husband, Thomas Coffee, ad- 
judged insane, of which mention has been 
made in the PostT-DISPATCH, promises to be 
decidedly interesting. Coffee is confined in 
the St. Vincent Insane Asylum, and according 
to Dr. Bauduy, who states he saw him a few 
days ago manaciled and gagged to restrain him 
from committing violence, is undoubtedly 
insane.
